KO: So what has Betty’s Love Child done the past couple years to keep 
you guys busy? 
Rich: Basically, we've done a lot of all ages shows, teen centers and bene- 


fits. We played the Sofa Show which was a lot of fun. 


(Soft Street Fair is a outdoor event which happens at the end of every sum- 
mer in San Jose - lots of musical acts, your typical piercing booths, and a lot 
of beer) 


Jeff: That was a blast. We did an Iron Maiden cover and the place 
exploded. | said told people that whoever could sing it to come up on stage 
with us, and people were fighting to do Ht.

They didn’t think we were serious about not playing until we started bringing 
our stuff back down and leaving. The guys all, ‘Hold on guys! We can work 
something out!’ 


Jeff: They called us totally last minute to do this show and then they pulled 
that on us. 


KO: So you didn’t play? 


Rich: No, we went back to our practice place and had our own show. 


KO: From what | hear it seems important to for you guys to play all 
ages shows. 
Rich: Yes it’s important, but just recently we want to play at the Edge 


(Palo Alto). But they ask, ‘what club experience to you have?’ and we’re like, 
uhmmm. They've heard of us and know that we're good, we just need to get 
some club experience. So we have to hook up some things over at Cactus Club 
(San Jose). But we don’t want to be just background music to (people’s) drink- 
ing. 


Jeff: At all ages shows there's no alcohol and people go for the music. 
There's no big stages or sound systems. : 


James: Doing clubs, we can get to other crowds. There’s still a lot of people 
that aren’t familiar with us. The whole idea is to get the music out as much 
as possible so people can hear what we sound like. 

KO: So whose label are you on? 


James: It’s my own label, 17th Street Records. | live on 17th Street and this 
is my house (pointing to the CD cover). 


James: So what did you think of the C07 
KO: Very cool, very energetic with a lot of heavy bass which | like. 
Jeff: Oh, no! You got to think of the quitar and the drums. 


KO: I like the whole sound, but if there’s something that hooks me into a song, 
tt’s usually a strong, funky beat from the bass. 


James: See! | told you guys! 


Jeff: Great, we've been trying to get him to turn down the bass and you've 
Just blew it. 


KO: Well, | like the way you guys mix it up within the songs. Starting off 
slow and melodic and then hitting hard with some pounding noise. But your 
melodic stuff is really good, you should do more of that.

James: In the particular downtown (San Jose) area, there were a lot of hard- 
core bands at that time like, ACME Incorporated. 


Rich: Yea, they hated us and anything poppy. And then all of the sudden, 
BAM! Pop is in. 


KO: So whose the songwriter in the group, or is it a collaboration? 


Jeff: Rich writes the music and the lyrics and then brings it to us to 
check out, then we'll all add our own thing, and often change it up. Rich and 1 
used to clash because I’m impatient. But once they're done, ever yone’s really 
happy with it. 


KO: | thought the lyrics were pretty intense. 
Rich: You read them? 
KO: Yea, | notice a real contrast in your songs. The music is really 


upbeat, but the lyrical content is dark and brooding. 


Rich: On the outside | may seem like a real happy-go-lucky person, but | 
struggle a lot with myself and sometimes | just think too much. Some things 
are even too personal to talk to James or Jeff about. 


KO: Where do these feelings come from? 


Rich: Women, life, everything. Basically, it just seemed like the only thing 
that was real was sadness, and being happy just seemed unrealistic at the 
time. And it really sucks. | remember telling James, “The only time | can write 
good songs is when my life’s fucked.” And I’m still struggling with it, love is 


very trivial and complicated. 
James: That's life bra-tha. 


Rich: One time we got this letter from this label, Too Many Records. | 
don’t know how they heard about us, but they wanted us to write a song 
about drinking for a compilation, Songs About Drinking Volume Z. | could relate 
to it, but that would be a separate band, that’s not the way | wawt to take our 
music. 


James: But we have done a Jawbreaker cover called, Kiss the Bottle on the 
Allied Records Compilation. 11's one of the best Jawbreaker songs, their one of 
my favorite bands. 


KO: So what do you guys listen to? 


Jeff: As far as bands go, | never really listened to this sound in L.A. | 
listened to what everyone else listened to like Bad Brains, Pead Kennedy’s, or 
Mivor Threat. But my influences are Mitch Mitchell from the Jimmy Hendrix 
Experience. The drummer from Slayer, Vave Lombardo is just awesome. | think 
the speed metal and jazz drummers are just gods. They re the best drummers 
out there. 


James: { think Crimp Shrine is a really awesome band because they're lyri- 
cal format and music is just a pick me up. Then Jawbreaker and the band Fuel 
are really, really good. And I’m a super big fan of Rush. 


Jeff: it’s all the bands we listened to in Junior High and High School. 


Rich: For me, | like Samiam, Iron Maiden, and Jawbreaker, My lyrical 
content, there’s no one in particular. | wish | could write like...oh, man, | don’t 
want to say this. But you listen to the words from the Smiths, you think, how 
can a guy write lyrics like that? But these days I’m more into song writing 
and so much into the full on metal scene. You can keep it simple. Like Kiss the 
Bottle from Jawbreaker’s not complicated, but it’s a brilliant song. 


KO: You have a lot of songs on this CD. How long were you working on 
i? 


James: Well, we re-did some songs from our first releases. We have a 10 
song double 7” out and a split 7” out. So we did 4 songs off those releases, 
then the rest is new material which took about a year. 


Al ‘ Well, peo- 
respect the music scene as a whole. If you're tired of people saying, ‘San Jose 
sucks music wise’, then do something. Put flyers out, volunteer some time, 


anything. 


Rich: { would never want to do something stupid to jeopardize something good. 
When we played at Pirate Cat Records, people were out there drinking beer 
thinking that they’re cool. And some of them were my friends! And just told 
them they had to leave. They think they're rebelling, but they don’t know 
what they’re rebelling against. Right here you just have three people who are 
in extremely in love with music, and have the utmost respect for it. 


James: We feed off our crowds because they give us the energy to do the 
shows we do. 

We play a lot better, and we put our heart into it. They bring the best out of 
us. 


Rich: That’s the thing with all ages shows and that positive energy from the 
crowds. | don’t know if we're going to get the same feeling playing at clubs. 
But we'll have that crazy, big, loud sound system behind us. So maybe people 
will get into it. 


Jeff: The young people that come up to us and ask us to play, we'll play any- 
thing. Birthday parties or whatever, just give us soda and food. They (the 
people, not the soda and food) mean the most to us next to the music.

the pleasure of being exposed to the following bands. 


| was more than satisfied with all of them! 


Marvel began playing shortly after 9pm...Catchy catchy catchy!!! This three piece band played 
“True You," and "By My Side" during their strong half-hour set. They were what my friend called 
“Brit.-pop-stylee." | wish | had more info on this band to give you, but they are a mystery to me. 
Wish | knew when they were playing again, if you hear of a show, please drop me a line! 


A five piece band out of Pasadena called Ozma then came on. They're all fairly young, but to my 
surprise they were great! The lead singer/quitar player, Ryan, told me he was the oldest one, and 
he's only 18! So! didn't catch the one song he announced the name of...but he gave me a demo and 
| recognized a couple of the songs...such as, “Rain of the Golden Gorilla” and “Iceland.” Their lyrics 
have depth, and even though their keyboard sometimes doesn't exactly fit, their songs flippin rock! 
The bass player also announced to the crowd, "U2 sucks!" (The U2 concert was going on the same 
night at the LA coliseum.

Chopper One features Jason Cropper formerly of Weezer and 22 Jacks, but who gives a fuck what 
he used to be in right?

In the past, when ever who ever it was 
decided to try to coordinate the 
indie/underground music industry by 
hosting alternative conventions, cool 
bands of most ilks trodded on down to 
‘Austin, Texas for the now monolithic 
South by Southwest, or to San Diego for 
the now deceased Independent Music 
Festival, or to New York for that other 
giant Indie gig-fest whose name, but not 
importance, (CMJ) escapes me. 


Meanwhile, the Metal heads and the LA 
music kingpins were already dialed in 
hosting the monster blowfest 
Foundations Forum where by the indus- 
try could ride the success of the Motley 
Crue's and the Quiet Riot's of the Metal 
world. Later in the dying early 90's, Thell 
Industry could still call up all its attor- 
neys, publicists and as many hair bands 
as could possible rally around a few 
legitimate metal bands like Slayer or 
Pantera, and everyone could party in 
order t—o retire some of the excess 
blow inventory which had been building 
up through 1994. 


Then, at some point, the genres cross 
pollinated, and indie bands got progres- 
sively heavier, grindier (did | really just 
make that up?) and ever so much more 
evil until, post-Danzig and post Nirvana, 
Korn really did the the trick and actually 
sold some units. Suddenly LA was back 
in the ball game ! Utilizing all the evil lit- 
tle skills science had made available to 
them, the folks at Concrete Marketing 
revamped the schedule, the name and 
broadened the line ups and, viola!

In the end, the F-Fest was an eye open- 
ing experience, if for no other reason 
than it afforded us a good hard look at 
just how lost the musWic industry can 
be. Despite all the cheese, despite all 
recycled metal crap, and despite all the 
hair and glam sleeze (the joke of the 
April Fools issue was definitely lost on 
many over the weekend), there was a 
lot to be learned. 


One, the real SoCal music scene is real 
because of the Do It Yourself ethic. The 
scene happens when the bands, the 
record and clothing shops, the fans, the 
club owners, the indie and small record 
labels and the people publishing the 
fanzines all do it themselves, not 
because of some fucking superhipster 
pulling down five figures or more at 
some super label has made it so. And, 
while there were plenty of good bands 
showcased here (some even from OC), 
there were far too many genres and 
bands brushed aside again. 


Two, it is apparent that you know more 
about what's going on than any label 
exec or radio programmer. So why do 
they dictate what is "big" and why do 
we buy into that? While its obvious that 
the record industry has always been 
obsessed with this sickening “home-run* 
mentality, it is still somewhat shocking 
to see so many of these people so obvi- 
ously lost. The lessons of Nirvana, 
Rancid, and Bad Religion aside, these big 
money people are adamant about stay- 
ing in their cushy offices and looking for 
the next Pearl Jam by considering only 
those bands who sound, well, just like 
Pearl Jam. 


And finally, the: plenty of 

to go out and see bands you've never 
heard of, listen to something you might 
not normally listen to, and consider what 
it is you normally listen to. Music con- 
ventions like the F-Fest are worth going 
to, if for no other reason than to see, 
until someone pulls their collective heads 
out of trier asses, what is and what is 
not going on and why. Skratch and the 
scene it represents will see those fucks 
ngxt year.
